W ashington. June 25. — Im portant 
m easures extending federal regulation 
and control have been enacted at the 
flrat session of the fifty-ninth congress 
now rapidly draw ing to a close. 
The 
railroad rate and the m eat inspection 
bills will soon become laws, and be­ 
fore adjournm ent of congress both 
houses will have passed pure food 
bills, which though dissim ilar in term s, 
are both based on the sam e principle 
of federal control. 
It is the present 
intention to try and adjust these dif­ 
ferences before adjournm ent. 
T here has been no m arked division 
on party lines in effecting the above 
results, the differences being only as 
to ways and m eans raher than as to 
policy. 
Besides branching off into this new 
field of legislative endeavor the pres­ 
ent session of congress has made itself 
im portant in other ways. 
It has ad­ 
ded one and perhaps tw o new state? 
to the Union and by so doing has dis­ 
posed of four territories. 
G reat re­ 
sults to the people are expected from 
the removal of the tax on denatured 
alcohol. 
By a deft turn of legislative 
points of view' the questions which 
have 
perplexed 
congress 
for some 
tim e regarding the Panam a canal have 
been settled. 
Congress has not dw elt with the for­ 
eign situation to any extent. 
An act 
m aking a much needed re-organization 
of the consular service was passed. 
N othing was done in the Santo Domin­ 
go controversy and the legislation af­ 
fecting our colonial .possessions was 
m eager and unim portant, although tar 
iff revision for the Philippines receiv­ 
ed the attention and approval of the 
house, and an act was passed revising 
the tariff collected by the Philippine 
governm ent. 
A coinage act for the 
islands also was passed. 
Much Tariff Talk. 


But congress talked about our own 
tariff law. 
It broke the record for 
words. 
Thousands and hundreds of 
thousands m ore than have been ut­ 
tered at any other one session of con­ 
gress were compiled in the congres­ 
sional records. 
Not only on the floors 
of the two houses has the word record 
been heavy, but the publications re­ 
sulting from com m ittee investigations 
of subjects are larger and more nu­ 
m erous than at any previous session. 
A large num ber of bills were intro­ 
duced in the two houses. 
The calen­ 
dar records that the num ber has reach­ 
ed nearly 20,000, five hundred more 
than were Introduced during the en­ 
tire three sessions of the last con­ 
gress. 
Before discussing the num ber of 
acts passed it is interesting to note 
that with ail the strenuous exertions 
of an appropriation com m ittee in the 
house with a new chairm an it has been 
im possible to hold the appropriations 
I down to much less than $ 900,000,000, 
although “econom y” was the w atch­ 
word from the start. 


Reducing Ex penses. 
One of the im portant features of 
the session has been the careful scru­ 
tiny with which the dem ands of the 
different 
governm ent 
departm ents 
have been received by the house ap­ 
propriations com m ittee. The hearings 
accorded to governm ent officials ask­ 
ing for money to run their departm ents 
and bureaus have been m ore exhaus­ 
tive than ever before. 
The result has 
been the enactm ent of restraining leg­ 
islation on nearly every appropriation 
bill which it Is intended will nave a 
beneficial effect hereafter. 
Much of 
this proposed legislation was stricken 
out in the house on “points of order,” 
but some of the m ore im portant provi­ 
sions becam e law. 
F irst in this class is undoubtedly 
that requiring the heads of all execu­ 
tive departm ents to apportion the ap­ 
propriations they receive into equal 
parts to avoid deficiencies. 
This is to 
be done under penalty. 
The prom pt 
turning into the treasury of all mon­ 
eys collected by heads of departm ents 
as governm ent 
revenue 
is 
another 
safeguard against extravagance. 
A 
strict accounting Is hereafter to be 
received from all United S tates court 
clerks. 
A revelation that one such 
« clerk 
had 
received 
em olum ents 
am ounting to $ ,336 in one day brought 
about this provision. 
Although there 
haa been an effort to prevent the en­ 
largem ent of what is known as the 
“ perm anent 
annual 
appropriations,” 
this character of expense has increas­ 
ed during the session to the extent of 
nearly 15,000,000, m aking a total per­ 
m anent annual appropriation of more 
than $ 140,000,000. 
In Behalf o f Labo r. 
Organized labor has succeeded in its 
requests of the present session of con­ 
gress to the extent of securing the en

A laska was given the right to send 
a delegate to congress.

a law, tw enty-four acts relative to 
shipping becam e laws. 
These were 
all m inor in character and inaugurated 
no new policy. 
Liberality tow ard the 
Indians characterized the several en­ 
actm ents on that subject.

ant m easure is that which prescribes 
the exact procedure which m ust be 
followed by w itnesses to secure im­ 
m unity from prosecution later, to be 
followed in eases w here the govern­ 
m ent undertakes to gain inform ation 
to he used later in crim inal procedure. 
President Roosevelt was given $ 25,000 
to pay traveling expenses of him self 
and invited guests.
